The Czar of Russia Makes a Prop- 
osition for an International 
Conference 



PEACE AMONG THE POWERS WANTED. 



k Termination of the PraffTMflve In- 
crease in the Armament* Pro- 
posed by the Czar. 



With Routs In the Lead In 9nch a Step 
Germany, France and the Ulber 
Nation* May Follow-Vlews of 
Some European Fapers. 

London, Aug. 2U — The czar's propo- 
sition for an international conference 
for the purpose of securing real and 
lasting peace omong the powers and 
the termination of the progressive in- 
crease in armanents, as conveyed 
in a^ note from Count MuravioiT, 
the Russian foreign minister, 
to the foreign diplomats at 
St Petersburg, is likely to produce a 
sensation throughout Europe, and 
coming from such a quarter and with 
such evident sincerity of purpose, it 
is likely to have important effects 

There is no doubt that with Russia 
taking the lead in such a step, Uer- 
inany, France and the other nations 
will be ready to follow. 

Rome, Aug. 29. —The czar's note has 
made a profound impression here. 
Some of the newspapers applaud, while 
others greet the communication with 
reserve or distrust.

Winoatk, Ind., Aug. 8ft— At fljSO 
o'clock Sunday morning- s>t the quiet 
Moharry hoinesteod, where he was ta- 
ken immediately after his sadden afflic- 
tion, «x-Oov. Claude Matthews paasod 
away peacefully, surrounded by his 
wife and all the other members of his 
immediate family.
